VERY LATE FROM LIMA. 


Battruorr, March 16.—By the arrival of the 
fast sailing brig Thessalian, Wm. H. Conkling, 
from Lima, we have received the latest intell- 
gence from that and the adjacent ports. The 
Thessalian has performed her voyage in consid- 
erably less time than any other vessel that has 
ever cleared from this port ; having been only 79 
days from Lima, and 24 from off the town of Per- 
nambuco, making an average of 6} knots an hour 
and a tetal of 12,050 miles.. We are indebted to 
captain Conkling for a list of vessels spoken, as 
also for other information which he politely fur- 
nished us. Lieut. Babbitt, who arrived at Lima 
in the Panthea, of Boston, came passenger in the 
Thessalian, to whose politeness we are indebted 
for a very large file of Lima papers, and for much 
information ; thetPanthea, it was supposed, would 
be sold, as she was thought unseawerthy. 

At Lima the greatest disorder prevailed, noth- 
ing but robberies and disaffection characterised 
the natives. Foreigners were murdered with the 
greatest impunity, and so imbecile is the admin- 
istration, that anarchy predominates over all civil 
tribunals. A mass of government paper had been 
issued, which had depreciated fifty per cent.— 
This currency, it was thought, would soon give 
way to a new order of affairs, and a specie medi- 
um be restored, but f.om whence it was to come 
was a question that no one could answer, there 
being none in the adjacent country. So disorgan- 
ized is the government of Lima, and so pertectly 
bare of the means to pav the military, that the 
road from that place to Callao, although a distance 
of only 7 miles is so completely infested by rob- 
bers, that no one suspected of having money can 
pass with safety. This road is as public as any 
street in Callao, being the only passage from it 
to Lima, and yet, so regardless are the banditti 
of government intereference that they murder 
rob at noon day. Captain Conklin, was 
robbed on this road of his watch and all the 
money he had about him. 

The markets are miserably dull for American 
produce, and for all articles of clothing. Flour 
was offered at $9, but as from 9 to 10,000 bbls. 
had arrived, that sum could net be obtained, nor 
was it certain that the holders would be enabled 
to sell at all. German and French goods could 
not be sold unless at a great loss, and from the 
many arrivals which were calculated on, no hopes 
could be entertained of better prices for a great 
length of time. 

The royal troops under Conterac were about 
40 leagues distance from Lima, in considerable 
force, and fears were entertained that he w ould 
again be in possession of Lima. Pisco and all 
the ports to the sout)ward, are still in possession 
of the Royalists, and from the first accounts from 
the intermedios, Valdez the Spanish General was 
very confident of suc*ess should he meet the Pa- 
triot forces. The Royalists had lately despatch- 
eda brig from the intermedios to the Governor 
of Chiloe with arms, money, &c. The forces un- 
der Valdez are estimated at about 5000 men, and 
those under Conterac at about 7000, including a 
iew Indians.

FROM SOUTIT AMERICA.—The following is 
an extract of a letter from an Officer on board the 
United States’ schooner Dolphin, dated 
Catrao, December 26. 
You have perhaps heard before this will reach 
you of the great earthquake at Valparaiso, which 
occurred on the i9th of last month. Slight con- 
vulsions have continued almost daily from that 
time to our last advices. Yesterday a vessel ar- 
rived here from Valparaiso, the captain of which 
states, that he fclt a severe shock while weigh- 
ing anchor, and another after he was five leagues 
from the port. The Americdn Consul and family 
were living on board a vessel at Valparaiso.— 
There has been for the last two or three days, 
great rejoicings, iJluminations, &c. at Lima, in 
consequence of recent information from the Pa- 
triot army at Arica. It is asserted that a power- 
ful Indian-Chief, has espoused the patriotic cause, 
and joined them with 4000 Indians, bringing with 
him 200 ikead of cattle and $200,000. Infantry 
and cavalry have been going out from Lima in 
small numbers for the last month. About 4000 of 
Bolivar’. troops and a considerable body of militia 
remain in the city. The last accounts Jeft the 
royal troops in the valley of Sammos, but a short 
distance from the patriots. It is thought the lat- 
tcr will not risk a general engagement until they 
receive sufficient reinforcement to rendet victo- 
ry certain. This meeting of the contending ar- 
mies will no doubt, if the patriots are successful, 
put an end to the war in Peru. Should it prove 
otherwise, which is hardly probable, it may pro- 
tract the war for years.
